Cause of accident unclear 


Owsley County woman died last Friday following 
a one-vehicle accident on KY 11 South near the Lee/Ow¬ 
sley line. 

According to Lee County Sheriff Wendell Childers, 
66-year-old Dorothy S. Bowling of County Line Road 
was driving her 2003 Mazda Tribute north just inside 
Lee County. She came around a curve and veered off the 
roadway on the right side of the highway. 

Childers said there were no signs of corrections or brak-

The inspection, posted by the organization - Nursing 
Home Abuse Advocates, uncovered several deficien¬ 
cies.

The nurse did not return to the nursing home and was 
fired on February 25, 2013 related to falsification of 
documentation.

ported to the facility administration from February 17, 
2013 to April 4, 2013. It said the administrative staff 
failed to thoroughly investigate and or report the alleged 
incidents. 

Yet another allegation said that the Director of Nursing 
told an RN take the nurse’s notes out of a resident’s medi¬ 
cal record regarding alleged abuse on March 24,2013. The 
director later asked an administrator for advice on what to 
do with the notes. The administrator told the director that 
he would shred it. The director then tore up the note. 

Bush said all of those incidents occurred before she 
took over last October, and that all of them have been 
corrected. 

She said another inspection was completed this past 
February, and no issues of non-compliance were found.

Ijee County Sheriff Wendell Childers went into his court¬ 
house office at 7 a. m.

Some ceiling tiles in the outer office had been removed, and 
scuffmarks went several feet down the wall. 

Upon further investigation, Childers found that a small safe 
in the outer office was gone. When he checked the evidence 
room he found that several firearms had been taken. 

Kentucky State Police Trooper Robert Purdy said that De¬ 
tective Jesse Armstrong is investigating the burglary. He asks 
that anyone with information concerning the incident call KSP 
at (859) 623-2404. 

This is the second time the sheriff’s office has been burglar¬ 
ized. In April 2008 someone entered the office in a similar 
manner, and took several items including some firearms. 

That person, Shelby Turner of Beattyville, was convicted 
in the case. 

Ground unstable 
around Southside 

he Lee County School Board found out Tuesday night that 
the land around Southside Elementary is unstable with fill from 
when the building was constructed. That means that the old 
fill, which includes old trees, etc., will have to be removed and 
new, solid fill will have to be brought in. 

The cost of removal and replacement is going to have to be 
included in the contractor’s bid, which could have an adverse 
effect on the overall cost of the project. 

A representative from the architectural firm of Murphy, 
Graves and Trimble told the board that five boring points 
around the building all showed the unstable fill. 

The information was shared in a segment of the board’s 
regular monthly meeting. 

The representative also requested the board to approve de¬ 
sign development documents, and other documents about the 
project. Approval was given, and the documents must now go 
to the Kentucky Department of Education. 

Also related to the renovation and construction at Southside, 
approval was given to pursue a “recallable nickel” that would 
increase the board’s bonding potential. 

The board wants to increase the local property and real 
tax rates from .29 cents per $1,000 of assessed value to .35 
cents. 

A public hearing on the proposal is scheduled for this 
Wednesday, April 9, at 5 p. m. to take comments on the pro¬ 
posed increase. 

According to a board document, the .29 cent rate produced 
$761,861 during 2013. The .35 cent rate would produce 
$920,117. 

Superintendent James Evans, Jr., said the notice of the public 
meeting was published twice as required by the state. 

Also concerning finances, Finance Officer Zina Gibson said 
she estimates that the district will have $299,000 to carry over 
at the end of the fiscal year. 

She also said that the proposed state budget does include an 
increase of funding per pupil of $84. However, the one percent 
raise for all school personnel this year is going to cost Lee 
County between $50,000 and $70,000. The two percent raise 
next year will cost even more. 

The board approved having school on Election Day, which 
is Tuesday, May 20. Ray Shuler, who has a multitude of jobs 
with the board, said that Lee County Clerk Kim Noe said that 
having school that day would not be a problem. 

With that change, the last day for students will be Thursday, 
June 5. 

Graduation will be Sunday, June 8, at 3 p. m. 

Next year’s calendar has opening day for students is going 
to be Thursday, August 7, and the last day is scheduled to be 
Monday, May 4. 

Shuler also reported that attendance for the district stands 
at 93.37 percent. Last year at this time the rate was 92.57 
percent. 

Board Chair William Owens asked Middle School Principal 
Karen Angel her opinion on the effect of days missed due to 
bad weather on how students will do on state tests. 

“I think it’s definitely going to affect us,” Angel said. 

Southside Elementary Principal Steve Carroll said that 
some of his teachers believe that students are about two weeks 
behind. 

Owens asked if the two weeks could be made up. 

Carroll said, “No.” The reason he gave was that 100 percent 
of the material could be covered, but students would not be 
able to retain it. They might know only 50 percent. 

He said it would be best for students to know 75 percent of 
the material. 

Lee County High School Principal Mark Murray said he 
and his staff are concerned about the effects of the lost time 
on the tests. However, he said that early ACT results show that 
students have not lost any ground.

official questions report postings 


he administrator of the Lee 
County Care & Rehabilitation 
Center spoke bluntly Monday 
about online postings about a 
2013 inspection report. 

In a prepared statement, Su¬ 
san Bush said, “Our building 
has had its share of challenges 
- we are not perfect. But the 
deficiencies cited in this recent 
online posting by anti-nursing 
home organization are now a 
year old and have long since 
been corrected.” 

The postings concern a 
state inspection in April 2013 
that produced several findings 
that were sent on to the U. 
S. Department of Health and 
Human Services Centers for 


resident alleged that a nurs¬ 
ing aide had “repeatedly 
sprayed cold water on the 
resident during a shower and 
had wrapped a sheet around 
the resident’s neck too tight 
following the shower on 
03/22013 from 8 p. m. to 9

Further review found 
that the facility had not re¬ 
ported the allegation to the 
appropriate state agencies 
until April 9, 2013. Also, 
there was no evidence the 
alleged perpetrator had been 
suspended. 

The report continues that

Lee, Wolfe officials 
agree on higher jail rates 


Two of the three county 
judges who would have to 
approve raising per-prisoner 
daily rates for the Three Forks 
Regional Jail have said they 
would. That guarantees an 
improved income for the jail, 
which has been suffering a 
cash flow problem for about 
a year. 

Lee County Judge/Ex¬ 
ecutive Steve Mays and Wolfe 
County Judge/Executive Den¬ 
nis Brooks both have said they 
support the increase from $23 
a day per county prisoner to 
$25. 

Owsley County Judge/ 
Executive Ronnie DeBord 
has said he would not support 
such an increase. 

Mays told the Enterprise 
Monday that the increase is 
already in next fiscal year’s 
budget. 

“We have to do it,” he 


said. 

Lee County Financial 
Officer Pearl Spencer said that 
she has estimated inmate costs 
for the next fiscal year to be 
$394,259. That is with the 
$25 charge. 

This year’s actual costs 
(plus estimating the remain¬ 
ing months through June) are 
expected to be $287,000. 

Brooks told the Enterprise 
Tuesday that the increase has 
to be done. 

“I’m okay with it, I 
guess,” he said. “We don’t 
have any choice.” 

The Booneville Sentinel 
contacted DeBord Monday. 

He said the jail’s board 
is trying to get another quote 
on liability insurance that 
would save money. (The jail’s 
present supplier of insurance, 
the Kentucky Association of 
Counties, is increasing its an¬ 


nual premium from $ 150,000 
to $213,000.) 

According to the Sen¬ 
tinel, DeBord said, the jail’s 
board wanted to increase the 
rate to $25 before finding an¬ 
other insurer. He further said 
he would vote no if the board 
did not find another insurer 
and approved the increase. 

The Sentinel also talked 
with Jail Board Chair Don¬ 
nie Evans of Owsley County 
who said the board wanted to 
raise the rate at its last meet¬ 
ing, but that he asked them to 
wait while Jail Administrator 
Harvey Pelfrey contacted the 
judge/executives and invited 
them to a meeting this Thurs¬ 
day evening. The board could 
then explain to the three why 
they were wanting to raise 
the rate.

Duel credit courses, during high school 


Many juniors and se¬ 
niors at Lee County High 
School are enrolled in 
college classes.

WHEN IT’S ALL A BLUR 


While cataracts commonly 
occur among older individuals, 
many may not be aware that 
they are suffering symptoms 
because cataracts develop 
slowly and painlessly.

Firefighters from Beattyville/Lee Coun¬ 
ty, Bear Track, Tri-Community, Primrose, 
Vincent and Island City took part in train¬ 
ing Saturday night at the Beattyville/Lee 
County Fire Station. Hardy Oil of Irvine 
provided up to 700 gallons of propane for 
the training for the 22 firefighters. State 
fire officials taught the firefighters to walk 
slowly in as a team on a burning propane 
tank, first cooling the tank, and then spray¬ 
ing the wall of flame so one firefighter could 
turn off the valve. According to Beattyville/ 
Lee County Chief Hargis Ross, who was 
using a thermal imaging camera, the red 
flames reached 12,000 to 13,000 degrees. 
The blue flames were about 2,800 degrees, 
and the yellow were about 1,200 degrees.
